W ith a very little expenditure of nioncv and effort 
our citizens could transform Paint creek, in its meander­ 
ings through the limits of the corporation, into a tiling of 
beauty and pleasure. 
A proof of what can be done, along that line can be 
obtained by a glance to the west from the Fayette street 
bridge or in either direction from the Main street bridge. 
At this season with the channel well filled, the water rip­ 
pling cool and clear between the well kept shores, with 
lawns and flower beds extending down to the water’s edge 
and a “squad” of interesting looking and busy ducks swim­ 
ming lasily along with the current through the “rapid” 
places or feeding along the banks, the scene from either 
one of the bridges mentioned, is equal to that presented 
by the most costly city park. 
If the city could arrange to deepen and straighten the 
channel just a little by removing some of the gravel which 
would more than pay for the cost of removal and people 
owning property along the creek would tidy up their prem­ 
ises, the whole line of the creek through the city would be 
a long stretch of beautiful park. 
I he city, with every street, save two or three, crossing 
the creek is admirably located to permit of an attempt to 
beautify. 
Just a little expense and just a lit til- energy and care 
will work wonders.
